That 
seems to be the subject that fs agitating 
every one’s mind more than anything 
else, and that is the only question upon 
which there appears to be any doubt as 
to what the convention will do. It is 
definitely settlea that the convention will 
not nominate candidates for the court of 
appeals In advance of the ratification of. 
the constitutiqgnal amendment, but will it 
adjourn to meet subject to the call of 
the chair for the purpose of nominating 
candidates after the amendment ‘has been 
ratified? That is the-~ question that is 
agitating many of the candidates and 
their friends here ‘tonight. Friends of 
the court of appeals are here in large 
numberg and some fifteen or twenty or 
twenty-five of the candidates for the 
bench of that court are also electioneer- 
ing with the delegates to the conventiOn,

EIGHT NATIONS’ ATTACHES 
WITNESS GREAT ENSEMBLE 


Oyster Bay, September 3.—Under skies 
that broke  brillfantly blue before a 
whistling westerly gale, which swept 
down Long Isjand sound and biew out 
to sea, the clouds and tempestuous rain 
which this morning threatened to im- 
measureable mar the spectacle, President 
Roosevelt today, within hailing distance 
of his summer home, reviewed t..e most 
magnificent naval) fleet ever assembled 
under the American flag. 


sels afloat lay at atcnor in three 
umns as the nava: yacht Mayflower, 
which just a year ago was written into 
history as the meeting ground of the 
peace plenipotentiaries of Russia and 
Japan, passed up and down the lanes, 
the president an applauding spectator 
on the pridge. 

The Mayflower'’s journey was made 
amid a continous boom of saluting can- 
non and gun after "gun spoke the navy’s 
honor to the commander-in-chief of al] 
America’s military forces. 

Distinguished Guests. 

Prestdent Roosevelt had as his guests 
on board the Mayflower the secretary of 
the navy and severa; other government 
officials, members of the senate and 
house committee on naval affairs and 
the naval attaches or eight of the pow- 
ers of the world. There was something 
of an object lésson in this gathering of a 
representative array of the American 
navy, about one-third of the fighting 
forces being in the review. : 

When the parade vr tne Mayflower 
was over and the president had looked 
with critical eye at each of the flag- 
dressed vessels, his yacht came to an- 
chor and he received on board the com. 
manding officers of the fleet. Then fol- 
lowed a gala luncheon. at which the of- 
ficers, the government officials, the at- 
taches, senators and cofigressmen were 
guests together with a number of the 
personal friends of the president. 

Flanking the war vessels which glis- 
tened in purest white under the direct 
rays of the sun and against a low-lying 
back of the sound of sorm-black clouds 
rr the horizon, was the greatest fleet 
of sYrivate yachts, small boats and pleas- 
ure caraft probably that has ever been 
drawn together in such a small compass. 
Each of these was decorated with signal 
flags from stem and stern and added 
materially in the painting of a marine 
apectacie unparelieled in the history of 
the American people. 

Boom of Many Gnns. 


This was the stirring scene which 
greeted the president as the Mayflower 
steamed out from Oyster Bay shortly 
after 41 o'clock. [It was just 20 minutes 
past that hour when the reviewing yacht 
came within range of the flagship Maine, 
which stood at the head of the center 
column of the fleet. There came a flash 
of flame and a puff of gray smoke from 
the starboard, a cannon of the 
flagship, which was the signal for the 
other vessels to join in a unanimous 
salute of twenty-one guns. It required 
twenty minutes for the Mayflower to run 
down the firat lane. Then she put about 
and came up on the outer edge of the 
most westerly column of the ships. 
Reaching the head of the column again 
the Mayflower turned once more to the 
west and took a tour outside the tor-

In a trival discussion about a boii- 
er maker’s union card, EH. C. Ferrel, 
of Augusta, Ga., was stabbed last 
night by Tommy Lucas, a boiler- 
maker, in Cheatham’s saloon, 45 De- 
catur street, and died at the Grady 
Hospital about fifteen minutets later. 
The terrible affair took place with- 
out the slightest Warning ,and before 
anyone could interfere. Lucas es- 
caped to Chattanooga at eight 
o’clock by catching the Marietta car, 


and boarding the W. and A. train at | 


that place. 

About halftpast 6 o'clock last night W. 
Cc. Oury, G. W. Windham, A. D. Lund- 
bom and Tommy Lucas, all boiler. 
makers at the Atlanta machine works, 
were gathered in Cheatham’s saloon, in 
front of the Star theater, when KE. G. 
Ferrell walked in and noticed on the 
lapels of ‘the men’s coats the buttons 
which the boiler unton people wear. He 
joined them at a table near the bar and 
exclaimed, ‘‘Well, I am glad to see you, 
You are the first boiler men I have met 
today." The four asked him his name, 
“and if he was a boilermaker. After in- 
troductions a discussion came up as~ to 
whether the man was really a union 
boilermaker. They all decided to make 
him show his card. A. D. Lundbom pro- 
duced his card and Ferrell took ft in his 
hand. Lundbom asked him to give it 
back and he refused, in a playful man- 
ner. Lucas said, with a curse: 

“Give that card back to that man or 
I'll cut you.” 

Before any one could interfere Lucas 
had drawn his knife and stabbed Ferrell 
in the left shoulder, cutting the artery 
under the collar bone. Dr. 
summoned from Palmer’s drug store, as 
the ‘victim was bleeding to death. The 
crowd around him, becoming excited, 
immediately called for the Grady hos- 
pital ambulance. On arriving at the hos- 
pital Ferrell only lived a few moments, 
as the cut penetrated the left lung, which 
really sed the death. 

The cYéthes which Ferrell wore were 
made by J. Levy, of Augusta. They were 
of a light grayish color and checked. He 
had on a Paname hat, which came from 
the same clothier. There were found in 
his pockets tobacco, a gold watch, a 
knife and a gold cuff button with the 
initial “‘F’’ engraved upon it. Besides 
this the only means of identification was 
a Georgta rafiroad trip pass from Au-

Golden Opportunities for American 
Firms in Latin-American Trade. 
Only of late years has any very deter- 

mined effort been made to recapture the 

business with Latin-American | countries 
which should always have been ;:ours, 
says H. M. Kahler in a recent issue of 

Hapgoods Opportunities. A constantly 

increasing number of firms Now have ex- 

tensive relations with the southern repub- 
many them maintaining regular 
agencies, or even branch houses, at the 
principal points. The United States gov- 
ernment giving splendid assistance to 
the campaign through the bureau of 

American republics and the Pan-Ameri- 

can congress, which meets this year at 
io de Janeiro. The beneficent effects of 

these two institutions are already notice- 
able in the more uniform custom laws 
and other regulations. bearing on interna- 
tional trade. 

Situated as it is, with ports On both 
oceans and the gulf, the United States 
should easily dominate the import mar- 
kets of Central and South America, as it 
now does their exports. Actually in many 
cases the bulk of the money accruing 
from sales to the United States: has been 
spent in Europe for the purchase of goodg 
which we could have supplied at lower 
prices. We have been slow to realize the 
extent of the market to the south, where 
the richest territory in the world is still 
practically undeveloped. Immense min- 
eral and agricultural wealth is to be 
found all over South America; timber 
rapidly hecoming an expensive luxury 
here, is even more plentiful in many dis- 
tricts than it ever was with us; the dulk 
of the world’s coffee and chocolate, a 
large portion of its grain and live stock 
and many of the more important mineral 
are supplied Sy Latin-America. The cli- 
mate, so far from being unhealthful and 
hot, is in most of the territory quite as 
mild as our own, even in the very path of 
the equator. 

Politically, the larger republics are rap- 
idly arriving at complete. stability; Mexi. 
co is quite as well governed as the United 
States; Argentina and Chile are almost as. 
well off, and Colombia—naturally the 
richest of them all—is at length under a 
capadle and honest administration which 
promises great things for her future. 
Some of the smaller states, situated in 
the tropics, are still rather turbulent, bu: 
the general trend is toward permanent 
peace. 

Latin-Americans look up to us as: the 
republic par excellence, even where we 
have given them good cause to doubt our 
national integrity—as in the case of Co- 
lombia. The implicit trust in the idea 
that “it is made in United States” is al. 
most pathetic. I recal? one request for g 
machine to “make it Stop raining” and 
another to “prevent frosts." The people . 
have faith in us commercially at least 
and other things being equal prefer to 
buy from us, even though European rep. 
resentatives are in the flek?t and American 
goods must be bought by mail.

Garrard Makes Address.

The people should show 
their appreciation ty atronizing the 
rural routes in every way possible.’’ 


Predicts Increased Pay. 


Judge Adamson predicted that it 
would only be a question of time, and 
Short time, before the pay of the’ rural 
carriers would be increased to $960 per 
annum. PersOna.ly he heartily approved 
making this increase. He cculd not un- 
derstand why the city carrier, with his 
short routes, although carrying in some 
instances a greater volume of mail, 
should receive greater pay than the 
country carrier, who rides his twenty- 
four miles a day. 


As to Organization. 


The speaker said that at first the ob- 
carriers in organizing 
had been misundersto@. It had been 
explaiged to him, and he understood 
per leona the theory. It was simply on 
the theory that “‘birds of a feather will 
flock together.’’ The carriers, like other 
classes of ‘people engaged in the same 
lines of business, natura'ly wish to meet 
exchange ideas and compare notes. 

Judge Adamson closed with an elo- 
quent appeal to make country life as at- 
tractive as possible. ‘‘With good roads, 
daily mails and good churches and good 
schools in the country, the safety of our 
society is assured.’

Popular With the Carriers. 


Judge Adamson received 
kind of welcome from the carriers, 
of whom are his personal friends. In 
his remarks President Menenhall said 
that he had done more for the ryral car- 
riers than any other man in Georgia. 

After making his address Judge Adam 
son gave the carriers some practical ad- 
vice as to Various details that were 
brought up regarding the duties of the 
carriers, how to build up the routes, etc. 


Avecid Political Activity. 


President Mendenhall said that the rul 
ing of the postoffice department that th 
rural carriers refrain from political ac- 
tivity was a wise one. At the same 
time, the carrier stil) had his right as 
an American citizen togcast his vote for 
the man of his choice, and should not 
surrender that right. He can exercise 
his suffrage without violating the postal 
ruling. If a carrier wants to become an 
active politician the proper thing for 
him to do is to resign. 

After the public exercises the carriers 
held an informal business session. They 
dined at Wildwood Park, where pbarbe-

Our Commerce With Cuba. 

In view of the insurrection devel- 
opments in Cuba, particular interest 
attaches to an official statement 
showing the trade relations between 
Cuba and the United States which 
Las just been issued. 


Stastistics compiled by the bureau} 


of commerce and labor show that the 
commerce of the United States with 
the island was greater during the 
past fiscal year than ever before. 
While imports fell slightly below 
those of the 1905 fiscal year owing 
to the fall in the price of sugar, the 
exports to the island were 25° per 
cent in the excess of those for ' 1905, 
75 per cent more than those for 1904. 
and about 120 per cent greater. than 
those of 1903. 

The increasing consumption 
American products by the people of 
Cuba is shown by comparison of the 
records for the past four years. In 
1903, Cuba took American goods of 
the value of about $22,000,000: in 
1904, $27,000,000; in 1905, $38,000,000; 
while in 1906 the total reached the 
figure of $47,763,688.

Atianta has had many labor day cete- | 
brations and for generations to come will | 
on the first Monday in September of 
each year repeat those demonstrations, 
each repetition adding force, strength 
and glory to the year proceeding. 

But the probabilities are that years 
will pass before the peopte of the south 
will see an exposition of the great work 
accomplished by the working men, the 
working women and the working chil-
